In a month they will be
fufficiently drilled, and I can assure you that at
that time, if Paris does its duty as gloriously as
Strasburg, Verdun, Montmedy, Toul, Bitche,
and Plalzourg, France will be able to put in line
an immense army, ready to crush the-iavaders.
It i8 necessary that Paris shouid show itself
equal to the occasion. Paris Is the heart of the
country, and must not allow itself to recelve a
wound. In such an event the flowery banks
celebrated in song by Madamg Deshoulieres
will serve as a tomb for the Huhs of the nine-
teenth century. '

PRUSSIAN SIEGE ARTILLERY.

Esormous Honge of Thejr Cannon—Meoedern
Inventions In Germnny.
From the Neue Frele Prease,

Considering the lmportant part which the
Prusslan siege artillery may be called on to play
in the present war, it will not be out of place to
put briefly before our readers its composition
and powers of service.

The Prustian slege guns consist of ¢, 12, and
%-Bound cannon, 25- nder bomb cannon, and
50 howitzer, as also 25 and 50-pound mortars.
Recently the T2-pounder cannon and a breech-
loading mortar have alse been added to the
siege artlllery, but there can only be buta fuw
specimens of this gun.

The siege guns send forth hollow bLalls,
ﬁtenulga, bombs, shrapunel, fire grenades, fire

ombe, and other ammunition answering Lo the
size of the tube. The grenades are long shots,
with an arch-like point. The shrapnels are
hollow ballg filled with leaden bullets, and these
are exploded. The destructive power of the
grenades Is very greaf® Even with the ¢
pounders weak masonry may be destroyed, and
this callbre s onw employed when neccssary
for this object. ith 12 and 24-pounder gren-
ades any wasonry s destroyed, and, Indeed, in
o comparatively short time. Moreover, all three
calibres are adapted to the destruction of earth-
works and the dismounting of guns. The 12
and 24-pounder calibres pebetrate, moreover,
throu‘gh three or four inches of iron plating.

Agalnst shut-up troops all calibres up to 2500
paces can be em ed. The maximum distance
which can be reached byall calibres: approaches
5000 , about two and a half miles. In ex-
ceptional cases oven this distance can be some-
what exceeded. The shrappels are only em-
ployed against troops and laborers, but against
these with much greater effect Il the distances
are preclscly kpown, and if the troops, through
the position of the place, are compelled to re-
main long under fire. The maximum distance
for the pse of slirapuels is 3500 pace:. The car-

In any case, however, from the
stl'\ndpoint. of the pre;ient state of arlllla‘;'oy ;eri
vice, monstrous su are necessary, both o
reserves and of mutgrlinl? in immediate use, An
estimate of the slege guns set in operation by
the Germans, with their appurtenances, caonot
be even approximately hren. as the points
aiready attacked and still to be attacked, ac-
cording to which the regnirements of the assail-
ants are regalated, are nol known. An esti-
mate may be formed of the ensrmons nnmber
of horses which a park of slege artillery re-
quires, even when it is conveyed in separate
traios, from the fact that a 24-pounder gun on &
wagon, on a good level road, reqnires eight
good horses to draw it along. On bad roads,
sleep ascents, ete., the difficolties of tramsport
of course hecome enormous.

NAPOLEON'S INSANITY.

The Aristocrats of the Fanbeurg Nt. Germnin

The following characteristic letter has Dbeen
received from Madame Olympe Audouard.
Coming from this Iady, who ego closely studied
American institutions during her long stay in
this country, the letter is very interesting: —

Panris, S8ept. 18,—The cherished thonght of
n French Republic has at last been realized; but
alas! under what drawback and diffiealties does
it eee the light. In epite, however, of this dlsns-
trons dawning of our new form of government
all without exception rally round the standard
of our rights. 1 must, however, state that a few
soulless creatures, contemptible court lackeys,
still adhere to the Napoleon dymasly. The
aristocrats of the Faubourg Saint Germain have
long eince eeen the folly of supporting the
Orleans faction, and thal the soclal status of
that family is a myth. They are consequentiy
beginning to come out of their retirement, and
j?in the Government of the pation by the na-
tion.

Of course you have heard by telegraph of
what is doing; but here is a fact of which yon
are probably ignorant. Napoleon was resolved
to declare war at all hazards, and was seconded
in this resolution Ly his guilty accomplice, Le
jienf. The Emperor—in spite of his colossal
revenue, in epite of the bribes he took on all
hands, and in spite of money coming in from
the right and left—found himself in peconiary
difficulties. A large amount of money was re-
quisite to satisfy bis fawniong adberents, and
nlgo to purchase estates and domains in forelgn
countries. To galn funds he actually speculated
on the war, and this is the contemptible man-
ner in which he operated: - Wé will say a vole
wos paseed for a levy of 100,000 men; 20,000 of
them would not serve, agd would have Lo pay to
gnrchme a substitute $400 cach. But this
#400 purchase money purchased nothing,: but
went directly into the pockets of his Imperial
Mnjesty. Money voted for the armament of the
flect shared the same fate. On pn{.;er the army
stood at 300,000 men; in reality the regiments
of 3000 men were composed of 1200, and se on.
The War Departmenti's accounts, which have
been in & most chaotic state of confusion, were
to be made more confounded still; a trifling
victory was to be obtained, and peace was to
ensue; wherenpon all the disorder of the ac-
counts was to be charged to the war, The em-
pire fell, and we found ourselves without arms,
munitiong, or money. The money made by the
Emperor on the July loan has been sufifeient
to enable him to purchase a hundred houses in
London aud forty millions ef francs worth of
Dutch obligations. What & burning thame for
France! and how infamous has Napoleon's con-
dnet been!

Here we are surrounded by a horde of Ger-
mansg, infuriated and mad after their career of
rapine and pillage. (There’s a pation for you
which ignores the word chivalry!) What will
havpen next? God only knows; but every per-
son here-in Parls or in France has decided to
burn Paris to ashes—to die but not tosurrender.
Our shame {s sufliclently great without addiog
that of giving up our elty,

It is unpecessary to tell you that I do not
intend to leave Paris. Every eitizen should
remain at his post. We have, alas! numerons
wounded eoldiers amoug us.

Much hope is expressed at the idea of the
intervention of the United States, As for my-
gelf, I bave but little hepe from that source.
The United Btates is too German and too prac-
tical. 1 am sure that Dana is against France. |
will never forgive him. And our editorial friend
of the Courrier des Elats Unis, s he as much of
an imperialist as ever? I will wager that he
eays he was at the bottom of his heart a good
republican. Will my letter reach you? I pra
it may. There is still one line of railroad whi
is not cut off. A thousand kind greetings to you,

AYou in Epngland appear to consider it a fore-
gone cenclusion that Farls will be unable to re-
elst an attack, This is by no meansthe oplnion
here among commpetent authorities. I know that
General Trochu Is now very hopeful of being
able to held out for two monthe, and he is the
very reverse of a sanguine dlsposition. Had
the German forces been able to luvest thls city
within ten days of the capitulation of Sedan,
they would have entéred it almost without firlng
n shot. Now, however, time has been given
to the new Government to obtain men,
arms, and ammunition; they have, too,
considerably strengthened the forifications.
Snre?. an intrenched eamp, sur-
rounded by solid forle, with more than 800,000
armed men within it, with sallors to handle the
runs, with po lack of provisions, with a good

ieneral at thelr head, and everything that art
can deeire to tend the wounded, ought to be
able to resist 300,000 assailants. The southern
earthworks of Bebastopol protected the north-
ern portion of the town even from bombard-
ment, and why are we to suppose that the forts
and the long walls round Parls will not do the
same for her? The Provincial Moblles who
crowd the streeté have now had almogh three
weeks' hard drilling. Theyare not boys, but men
in the flower of their age. After a tew engage-
ments before the forts, they will malke sz good
soldiers ns Lthe peasants of Bavarla or of Pome-
ranja.

Neither has Prussin placed a Hohenzollern at
Bucharest to open the Danube to Russia: she
dreams of Trieste and the Adriatie, and does
not wish to meet Russian fleets in the Mediter-
ranean, nor Russian agente in Dalmatia,

Between Republiean France, Russia, and the
United States, no rivalry is possible, save the
generous rivadry of trade. Let us then call to
our aid not eaptious ministers, but people who
are powerfully and nobly ambitious.

CUBA.

Emnancipation—Decree by the Oorten

Havana, Oct. 1.—The law enacted by the
Government at Madrid, and published this week
here, tending to the ultimate extinetion of
Alfrican slavery in Cuba, will scarcely fall to
have an important Influence, not only In. deter-
mining the Ymem insurrection, bnt also the
fdture of the island. 8lavery is officlally doomed,
and planters generaMy can now imitate some
among them more prodent than the rest, who,
for some lime past, have been putting their
hou=es in order in anticipation of the coming
event. The law is as lollows: —

Articie 1. All ohlldren of slave mothers horn after

acquired by the State on payment o their nrasters
of each.

Article 3. All slaves who have served under the
Spauish fag, or have alded the troops In any way
during the present insurrection in Caba, are declared
free, 8% also all those who may have been freed by
the Captain. General of Cuba. The State will in-
demnily their value to those owners who may have
remained faithful to the Spanish caase; if they be-
loaged to lusarrectioulsta there will be no tademanifi-
vallon,

Article 4. Those slaves who, at the time of the
pubifeation of this Iaw, have reached sixty years of
age, are Jdi olared free without compensation to thelr
owi ers. Those who reach this age henceloruh 1
enoy the spe advantages,

Article 5 Al 8laves pertaining to the State, from
whatever couse, are deciared free. Those who,
uuder the titie of emancfpados, were ander the pro-
tegtion of the State, will at once enter into fall en-
Jovn ent of thelr rights as freemen.

Article 6. Those free by virtue of Articles 1 and 2
of this law will remain under the guardianship of
the owners of thelr mothers, Indemniflcation being
pald them, as prescribed in Article i1.

Articie % The guardianship to which the preced-
Iy article refers imposes on the ardian the obli-
gation of maintaining his wards, clothing them, and
alding them In sickness, and glving them. primary
instruction and an education saitable for some
trade. The guardian acquires all the rights of tutor,
and can profit by the labor of his ward without re.
compense until his eighteenth year,

Article s, At eighteen years of age the freedman
will be entitled to half his wages, ©Of thit amount
cne-nhalf will be given him at once, the other half
belng reserved as hereluaiter determined,

Article @ At the age of twenty-two ﬁeau, the
cimancipado will pequire the enjnyment of his righis,
ke guardianship ceaging, and his wages reserved,
a8 belore atated, will be given over to him.

_Article 10. The gnardianship will also terminate :
First, by the marriage of the emancipado, in case of
females after the age of fourteen, and ia that of
ma.es after eighteen; second, by proven abuse of
the guardian in punishments, or of & thorongh ne-
glect of his duties, as set forth in article 7: third,
when the guardian takeg the honor or favors the
taking of the honor of whe enaneipagdo,

Article 11, The guardianship 18 transmissible by
all means known to law and renunciable for suffi-
clent causca.  The legitimate or natural fathers,
Who may be free, cpn recover the gunardianship or
their soLs by 1nsuring the guardian ap indemnifica-
tlon for expenses made on account of the smpici-
¥ m"n. Future decrees will fix the base of indemnif-
cation,

Article 12, The Captain-Greneral of Caba will pro-
vide, within a month from the publication of this
law,rlllts of those slaves compriged In articles 3
apa f,

A TERRIBLE SWIM FOR LIFE,

The
two guards fired, but did not kurt him. The
whole post guard was called out and ordered to
fire upon the deserting comrade. Bang, bavg, went
the gune. Bache was not touched by the scores of
balls that plashed the water ‘around "his head
On he swam only the faster toward freedom,
away from hated restrailnt as the whiz of the
minles increased. The Lanks of the Licking
were lined with people, excited intensely, not
heeding the deadly missiles that screamed after
the struggling fugitive. Ono soldier was swim-
wing for life; forty soldiers were sending death’s
fiercest messengers after him. & was
etruggling  with  the waters with an
uiter contempt for danger. Bix hundred yards
from where be plupged In he came out of the
river, fell exhausted but unhurt upon the
ground, and was made an easy captive. About
a hundred ghots had been fired at him. Had he
sot himself with but balf the energyabout belng
a good soldie™hat he did about escaping pun-
ishment for belng a bad one, his happiness and
the good of the service would have n pro-
moted.— Clucinnati Gazelle, Ool.
